There is a constant 
cry for new methods, as though the 
novelty of a new method would 
atone for carelessness and indif- 
ference in the prosecution of the 
old methods. We may need new 
methods of work ; but, if the truth 
were known, we need more and 
more a spirit of continuance, which 
will persist, in running the old me- 
thod to its full ending, being sure 
that it is a failure by reason of our 
honest effort, before we give up and 
seek new methods. There are a 
great many old-fashioned things 
that are good, that will be worthful 
to the end of time. The trouble is 
not with the methods, but with the 
spirit with which they are work, 
There are some workers who are 
always introducing novelties, new 
ways of doing things; to them a 
card device that works automa ical- 
ly, a bit of machinery that moves 
by itself, is of far more interest 
than the accomplishing of some 
great results in the Kingdom of 
God. The world is full of just 
such workeis. What is needed in 
this lime of transition — and e\ 
age seems to be that — is the gift of 
continuance, that leads a man to

Hut it must be honest experience. —

It is proposed to create a memoi lal 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D.| by the erection of a Parish 
Baildlng for St. Ann's Church for 
Doit iVI ui i«s. The present Church 

is situated on 1 18th street, just west 

of Auistenlum Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit (he erec- 
tion pf such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the ohorefa edlfioeand beacenter 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the Bilent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, whioh 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not pei 
milled, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new buildiug will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-lire feet 
along toe Street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf unites of New York. The 
amount, required for "The (iiillau- 
di't Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpi 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
